The Inige timbers of the dam were 


burled into the foaming torrent and 
went in one great, crashing mass on to- 
ward Chester. 
Two quratz mills at 


Flood Hollow, barns and outbuildings, 
were swept along in the torrent. At 
Bancroft, the station for Middlefleld, 
the Boston and Albany stone bridge 
was carried away, together with COO 
feet of track. 
Wreckers were sent 


out from Springfield and Pittsfield, but 
It will probably be two days before 
trains are running. 


Chester presents a desolate 
sight. 


Houses are flooded and the streets filled 
with the timbers from the dam. 
The 


water Is golug down rapidly and all 
danger has passed. 


Much Damage In Connecticut 


New Haven, April 22.—Reports from 


•round the state show that the damage 
done by the floods resulting from rain 
bas been .very serious. 
A score of 


washouts occurred on the Central New 
England railroad between Winsted and 
Hartford. 
At Satan's Kingdom, a few 


mlien from Wiusted, tons of rock have 
fallen on to the tracks and a hundred 
men hare gone *o the scene to clear the 
way. 
The meu will be obliged to use 


dynamite to remove the debris. 
The 


track* «t the Naugatuck division of the 
Consolidated railroad, and also those 
of the Winchester Street railroad are 
completely submerged and travel has 
been suspended. 


At Naugatuck the damage Is czten- 


elve. Trees,have been uprooted along 
toe river ba»ks and a number of sheds 
have been washed away. 
Cellars of 


bouses have been flooded, and livery 
men have been obliged to remove theii 
horses to save^ them from drowning. 


At Torrington the Naugatuck river is 


higher than it has been for a number of 
years. 
The section known as East 


•Branch is entirely inundated, and the 
occupants of bouses are unable to leave 
their homes without wading. 


The Connecticut river at Hartford is 


•36 feet above the low water mark. At 
Farmingtoa the river la higher than it 
bas ever'been before. 


In the eastern part of the state the 


situation is, not so serious, although con- 
siderable local damage has been done to 
roads and electric lines. 
Two land- 


slides are reported along the line of the 
Central New England, one at Tariff- 
vine and another in the open country 
between that town and Hartford. 


At Derby the Naugatuck river has 


done considerable damage to property 
along tfie banks, flooding factories and 
cutting off communications by a num- 
ber of highways leading to this city.

President and Cashier of Closed Bank 


Put Bullet? into Themselves 


Vancouver, Wash., April 22.—Charles 


Brown and E. L. Canby, president and 
cashier, respectively, of the First Na- 
tional bank of Vancouver, which waa 
closed Saturday by the controller of the 
currency, committed suicide Saturday 
night, two miles from 
this city, by 


•booting themselves with revolvers. 
Their bodies were found yesterday ly- 
ing together in a smnll clump of bushes. 
Both used the same weapon, and Canby 
evidently died first, ns the revolver was 
found iu Brown's hand. Each put the 
muzzle of tffe revolver in his mouth and 
blew the top of his head off. 


Canby. upon being told by Banfc Ex- 


aminer J. W. Maxwc-il on Friday eve- 
ning that the bank would cot be per- 
mitted to open Saturday, went out ID 
the yard behind the bank and attempted 
to shoot himself. 
His revolver failed 


to explode. After failing to shoot him- 
self, Canby came into the bank and he 
and President Browa left together, tali 
ing his revolver. 


When Examiner Maxwell confronted 


the bank officials with the shortage of 
$81,000, botii meu admitted their guilt. 
It is sn'd that Brown and Canby bad 
been speculating in stocks. 
Beside 


Brown's body there was found a pack- 
age containing S25 and a note saying 
that the money belonged to his daugh- 
ter. 
Upon Canby's body the following 


brief note was found: 


"My Dear Wife: 
I feel what I am 


about to do is for the best. 
Forgive 


me if you can, and try to live for out 
dear children. 
God bless you all. Gowl- 


bye. Ned. April 19."

Murder of His Brether-In-Law 


Cambridge, Mass., April 22.—Rarely 


bus a capital case aroused so much in- 
terest as that of the trial, which begun 
this morning in the superior court here, 
of Charles R. Eastmau, an instructor at 
Harvard university, charged with the 
murder of ii'u> brother-la-law, Richard 
II. Grogau, Jr., who was shot on July 
4 last, while engaged iu target practice 
with Eastman. 


The social as well as 
educational 


standing of the accused, Ins near rela- 
tionship by marriage to the victim ol 
the unfortunate affair, both having mar- 
ried daughters of the late Alvan Clark, 
the world-renowned maker of large tele- 
scopes; the apparent friendliness qf the 
two men an hour before the tragedy; 
the target practice which ended in the 
shooting of Grogan, accidentally as 
claimed by Eastman; Grogan's dying 
denunciation of Eastman as »>i« mur- 
derer; the arrest and somewhat remark- 
able discharge of the instructor, after 
a hearing or inquest by a local judge, 
and finally, Eastman's indictment for 
murder by the grand Jury, in spite of 
the result of ibe inquest, have all com- 
bined to make the case one of the most 
noteworthy in the legal annals of the 
state. 


The two youug men, for Eastman is 


but 32 years old, while Grogan was 2J>, 
lunched together at the Clark residence 
on July 4, and at about 5:30 that af- 
ternoon went Into the garden back of 
the house to engage in target practice. 
It is claimed that some months pre- 
vious to this the two had had an alter- 
cation, said to have been caused by 
jealousy on Eastman's part by Grogan's 
success in business^ but no ill feeling 
was manifested between tho men before 
they went into the garden. Just what 
took place can only be learned from 
Eastman. He stated at the inquest that 
after firing at the target with Smith & 
Wesson revolvers, an old Colt rirri-fire 
pistol was brought, out, and that while 
fixing the trigger the pistol was sud- 
denly discharged, the bullet striking 
Grogan in the left breast. 
He stag- 


gered out of the yard crjing for help, 
and neighbors rushed to his assistance. 
Then it was that, in his dying gasps, he 
denounced Eastman as his murderer, 
repeating it over and over again, until 
be fell back exhausted, "He murdered 
me." 
Grogan died in 10 minutes af- 


ter he was shot. 
There seems to have 


been some delay in notifyingtbeauthor- 
ities, an^ it was not until late at night 
that Eastirsan was arrested. 


The usual hearing before a local po- 


lice court judge, which iu this stale Is 
regarded as the inquest, followed in a 
few days. An effort was made to show 
an animus for the affair on Eastman's 
part, but the judge decided that there 
was nothing sufficient to hold him for 
murder or even manslaughter, and he 
was discharged. 
The case apparently 


rested for some three months, when the 
district attorney laid the matter before 
the grand jury, with the result that an 
indictment was found find 
Eastman 


again arrested, last October. 
Since 


then be has been in the Cambridge jail, 
although a strong and somewhat extra- 
ordinary effort was made about two 
months ago to have him released on 
bail. 
This, however, was defiled by 


Judge Gnskill, who will be the senior. 
Judge at the corning trial. 


Much of the government's case Is 


based upon tbe ballet which killed 
Grogan. 
If it should be proved that 


the bullet Liken from the body of the 
victim was fired from a modern target 
pistol, or Wraith & Wesson revolver, 
then Eastman's statement, made at the 
Inquest that Grogau was killed from a 
shot from an old Coit revolver will be 
false, and bis excuse of '"accidental 
Bhootmg shown to oe groundless. 
The 


complications in the decision of this 
question consist in the fact that the old 
pistol aud the new are of exactly the 
same calibre. 


The question as to from which re- 


volver the fatal bullet was fired is ev- 
pected to be decided by the marks which 
the rifling of the two barrels produced 
upon the lead as it passed through them. 
Jltow much the variation in ihe marking 
of the two bullets fired from the two re- 
volvers would be is expected to be one 
of the most important pieces of evi- 
dence in tbe trial. 


For the first time for many years in 


a capital case the attorney general an- 
nounced his intention of not appearing 
as the leading counsel for the govern- 
ment, but, owing to District Attorney 
Wier's sudden illness, yesterday, At- 
torney General Kiiowlton was fnrce'l 
to reconsider bis decision and appeared 
in court. 


The body of Grogan has been dis- 


entombed by order of the district at- 
torney, in order that a-more particulat 
autopsy may be held.

North Adams escaped lightly in the 


storm Sunday, compared with other 
places in western Massachusetts .al- 
though the damage here was heavy. 


The railroads were the worst suffer- 


ers and the station in this city was 
a lively place all the morning today. 
The Boston & Albany was impassable 
between Pittsneld aud Springfield and 
so that road started to send its trains 
over the Boston & Maine, through this 
city and Greenfield and then South fo 


j gfpringfield. Only three trains had got 
| through in this way, however, when 
i the Boston & Maine was blocked by a 
| great, landslide at Zoar, into which a 
| Boston & Albany express plowed its 
i way at midnight. This effectually block 
j ed the Boston! & Maine till noon today. 


It was about 6 o'clock Sunday even- 


ing wher. the great dam at Middjefield 
put a stop to B"*ton & Albany traffic! 
between Pittsneld and Springfield, as 
reported by telegraph on page 2. The 
Boston & Albany officials decided to 
try to get their passengers through by 
sending them from Pittsfleld 
to this 


city, then to Greenfield and south tc 
Springfield, from which city the track 
was clear to Boston. Trains for the 
west were also started up from Spring- 
field. 


The first train from Pittsfteld reached 


here shortly before 11 o'clock and w 
put onto the B. & M. tracks and sent 
east. It was a long train with many 
passengers. Two trains come through 
from Springfield and were sent down to 
Pittsfield, before the landslide at Zoar 
was reported. This occurred about mid- 
night and the first train to discover it 
•nas a, train from Boston rns.de up of 
express cars. A Boston & Maine engine 
in charge ofs Engineer Samuel Brook 
of Willis.msto-7.-n was doing pilot duty 
for the train, which plowed its way for 
some distance into the mud that cover- 
ed the tracks. The engines were de- 
railed but nobody was injured. 


A wrecking train frtfm 
Greenfield 


was able to accomplish little on ac- 
count of the soft ground, and men were 
called from this city and all points 
along the line to dig out the tracks. 
This was a long jobT. the landslide 
being a heavy one.

the name of a monk who Is 'the prin- 
cipal character in the book, says tha 
New York Journal. This monk had 
been In his younger days a brilliant 
leader of society, and in his seclusion 
be finds It difficult to realize that he 
cannot again take any active part in 
worldly affairs. 


Moreover, he dearly loved the good 


things of life while he was enjoying 
himself among the fast young men of 
St. Petersburg, and neither prayers nor 
fasting is always potent enough to 
drive from his memory the visions of 
those pleasant days when he willingly 
let himself be allured by the world, the 
flesh and the devil. 


Tolstoi shows us how he manfully 


struggles against various temptations 
which beset him in his lonely retreat, 
and thus his book may be described as 
the history of a righteous soul battling 
with unrighteousness. 
In some re- 


spects the plot of "Father Sergius" is 
similar to that of "The Christian," by 
Hall Caine, though the point of view 
from which the subject is studied by 
the Russian writer is so different from 
that of the English author that read- 
ers are hardly likely to see great simi 
larity between the two books. Tolstoi's 
hero is In many respects a noble 
characte'r— so noble indeed that he is

'Albert Sonnichsen's book, "Ten Months 
a Captive Among Filipinos," recently 
published by Scrihuer's, New York. 
Sonnicbsen, who was captured early in 
the campaign, was taken, along with 
the other American prisoners, fnjni 
Malolos northward to Vigau and thence 
sent inland to Bangued. Sonnlchsen 
escaped from Bangued and returned to 
JVigan, wfeich is on the coast, hoping to 
>find means to communicate witib. one 
<ot the American men-of-war occasion- 
ally seen at sea. His plans miscarried, 
'owing to tee desertion of his compan- 
ions, formerly Spanish soldiers, and he 
,\vas recaptured. 
The following ex- 


tract from the book tells of the prison- 
'«r's encounter with Alejandrino, "tfho 
.was then in command at Vigan: 
1 "Again the sentry challenged, and 
this time I answered, 'Castile,' advanc- 
ing toward the palace gates- until with- 
in a dozen yards of him, when he com- 
manded, me to halt 'Show your pass,' 
he ordered as be in turn approached 
me. 'I have none/ was my reply. Tell- 
ing me to stay where I was, he re- 
turned to his post and called a non- 
commissioned officer, who came ont 
and commenced questioning me, ask- 
ing what I was doing out after taps 
.without a pass. 'I am an escaped Amer- 
ican prisoner from Bangued,' T an- 
swered. For a moment I thought he 
would fall down with astonishment. 
Just then an officer appeared, who de- 
manded to know what it all was about, 
and to hir^ the noncommissioned officer 
repeated my words. 'Weil, come Inside 
out of the rain,' was his reply, for it 
had commenced to drizfele again.

A WIRELESS TORPEDO. 
! 


New Device Invented to Revolution- 


ize Naval "Warfare. 


Lieutenant B. A. Fiske, II. S. N., has 


received a patent on a torpedo that is 
steered and operated by a wireless sys- 
tem of power controlled from a central 
station on shore or on board a ship, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
New York Journal. 
The torpedo is 


controlled by the same electric energy, 
known as the Hertzian wat ^s, which 
has been utilized by Nikola Tesla in his 
experiments with wireless telegraphy. 
By the new invention torpedoes may 
be fired either from shore or from ship, 
but in either case they are under com- 
plete control until they reach their tar- 
get. On coming in contact with a ship 
the torpedo explodes. 


The torpedo in appearance Is of the 


usual sort and is discharged from a 
tube. It contains a rudder and an elec- 
tric steering device which is attuned to

STRAWBERRY PUFFS. 


Cut a piect of puff paste, rolled not 


too th»a, into twice as many rounds as 
yon <]PBJPP to SPI-VP, with your largest 
«ake cutter. Flatten half of them with 
the rolling-pin, so -hey shall bo a trifle 
lurger than tlse rest, smear tho small 
ones with butter and put the large ones 
over them. Bake, two together, in a 
quick oven. When dene, remove the top 
•rusti place on each sader one a spoon- 
ful 
of sliced bei.-ies. 
Sprinkle with 


sugar, and covfer with the other crust. 
Serve in individual dishes with whipped 
creaia while warm. 


STRAWBKRHY SALABc 


Cream one-half a neufchatcl cheese, 


with the blade of a silver fork, add a 
tablespoonful of thick cream, a salt- 
epoonfiil of salt, a teaspoonful of sugar, 
a ieSBpOGbful ,0f lemon juice and half a 
cup of fresh", strawberry juice. 
Ar- 


range the crisp inner leaves of lettuce 
•n & platter in nests, and pjour over the 
cream. If liked, a.saltspoonful of mus- 
tard may be worked into the cream. 
Be sure ;t is beaten until perfectly 
smooth. 


STRAWBERRY TRIFLE. 


Line a glass ,dish with slices of sponge 


cake. Fill with fresh berries sliced or 
slightly mashed, and sweetened. 
Add 


about a. pint. of cold, boiled custard and 
heap with, whipped cream — or make the 
custard with the yalks of four eggs— 
»nd whip the whites to a stiff froth, and 
flrop from a tablespoon onto boiling 
Water; when they hare cooked a minute 
fceap upon the trifle. Serve ice cold. 


STRAW BERRY PIE. 


Line a deep pie plale with puff paste, 


pierced with a fork. 
Out a narrow 
strip, and place around the edge, first 
wetting in cold water. Brush over with 
white of an egg, and bake in a quick 
oven. 
When cool, cut in as many 
pieces as you desire to serve. Fill with 
cut, not mashed, berries, sweetened to 
taste.

STRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE. 


Line individual glasses with strips of 


Bponge cake. Soak until soft one-fourth 
box of gelatins, in as little water as 
possibl*. 
Add one-half pint of fresh 


strawberry juice, and sweeten to taste. 
Heat in doable boiler, not tin, until 
gelatine is dissolved. 
"V\'hen cold and 


begimilui? to jell, stir in one-half pint 
stiff, whipped cream. Stir on ice until 
thick, and fill glasses. This will serve 
about eis people. Measure cream be- 
fore whipping. 


CANNED STRAWBERRIES. 


Do only a few berries at a time. Hnll, 


tvash and discard all r.nder or over ripe 
berries. Weigh year fruit, and to every 
pound add a quartsr of a pound of 
-white augar. -Fill pint jars with fruit 
and sugar, -aud place in a vessel of cold 
v.-ater. Put over the fire and let it come 
to boiling point. As the juice is ex- 
hausted and the fruit settles, fill with 
berries in other Jars, uatil part of the 
jars are full to the brim. Do not stir 
or mafcu. but pour one jar into another 
carefully. 
Se$l before removing from 


the fire. Tako the kettle off, and when 
the water has cooled, remove sealed jars 
pf fruit. If Jara are perfect, the fruit 


keep perfectly. „ 


ASPERGH A LA POIS. 


When BK^Tragiis is firut in seasra, 


and too siuaH to make a handsome ap- 
pearance, this mode of dressing is very 
good: take tile asparagus and cut off 
only tho green heads; none of the white 
must bo retained; put them into clear, 
cold water; end when clean, pop them 
into boiiing water, in which salt has 
been thrown; in ten minutes they will be 
tender; they may be then taken out and 
laid upon a white cloth, which raust be 
used to wipe them dry; lav in a stew- 
pan a slice of butter; when it is melted, 
put ia the tsgaragjs; &[<?w them <,vtr 
a quick fire; keep tfapm tnrning; when 
tee minutes have elapscj. drccgo a lit- 
tle flour, and a smaii quantity of white 
sugar, !n powder, over them; beat up 
the yolks of a couple of eggs; pour over 
the asparagus jost sufficient water is? 
cover them; bei! up rapidly; stir in thfe 
yolks of the eggs and, making a pyra- 
mid of the asparagus iu the dish, serve 
very hot. 


IA CfflL ENGINEER I 
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CURRANT AND GOOSEBERRY 
PIB. 


Currants aud gooseberries are the 
best for pics when of full growth, just 
before they begin to turn; they are 
tolerably good when ripe. 
Currants, 


mixed with ripe raspberries or mulber- 
ries, make very nic« pies. Green cur- 
rants and gooseberries for pics are not 
sweet enough, without the sugar is 
scalded in bafore they arc baked, as the 
juice of the currants is apt to run out 
while they are baking and leave the 
fruit dry. Stew them on a moderate 
fire, with a teacup of water to a couple 
quarts of currants; as soon as they be- 
gin to break, add the .sugar, and let it 
scold in a ietr minutes. When baked 
without stewing, put to each layer of 
fruit a thick layer of sugar. 
There 


should be as much as a quarter of a 
pound of sugar to a pint of currants, 
to make them sufficiently sweet. Green 
currant pies are good, sweetaaed with 
molasses aud sugar, mixed. 


BEL SOUP. 
Take any number of pounds of eels, 


according to the quantity required; add 
two-thirds water; if about three or four 
pounds of eels, add one onion, a small 
quantity of mace, a little pepper whole, 
sweet herbs, a crust of the top side of 
bread; cover down close; stew till the 
fish separates; strain. Toast slices of 
bread deep brown; but not to burn; cut 
into triangular pieces or squares, a 
piece of carrot two inches long, cut into 
four slices lengthwise; put into a tureen 
with the toast; pour the soup oa; boil- 
ing cream may be added, thickened 
with a littte flour, but it should be rich 
enough without it. 


APPLE CHARLOTTE. 


Pare and slice a quantity of apples. 


Take the crust from a-loaf of bread; 
cut the rest in slices, and butter them. 
Butter a' pie dish, and put all the slices 
all arouad, then a layer of apples 
sprinkled with lemon peel, chopped very 
fine, and brown sugar; a layer of bread 
and butter, alternately, until the digh is 
full. Squeeze over the whole the juice 
of two lemons; cover the dish with the 
crusts of bread and the apple parings; !

CALF'S HEAD. 


Let the head be thoroughly cleaned; 


the bralas and tongue be taken out; 
boil it in a cloth to keep it white; (it 
is well to soak the head for two or three 
hours previously to boiling, it helps to 
Improve the1 color); wash, soak and 
blanch the .grains; then boil them; scald 
some sage, chop it £ne, add pepper and 
salt and a little milk; mix it with the 
brains; the tongne, which should be 
eoaked in salt aad water for twenty- 
four hours, should be boiled, peeled, and 
served on a separate dish. The head 
should boi! until tender, and if intended

EOAST LK® OF MUTTON, BONED 


AKD STUFFED. 


The priseipal skill required in accom- 


plishing this dish is the boning; this 
jnost be d&ne with a very sharp knife; 
commence oa.^be under side of the joint, 
passing the knife under the skin until 
exactly over the bone; then cut down to 
it; pass the knife round close to the 
bone, right up to the socket; then re- 
move the larg£ bone of the thickest end 
of the leg, seeing the meat is clear of 
the bone; you may then draw out the 
remaining bones easily. Put in the ori- 
fice a highly seasoned 
force meat; 


fasten the knuckle end tightly over; re- 
place the bone at the base of the joint, 
»nd sew it ife. It must be well basted, 
•nd should be s«nt to the table with a 
good gravy. 


CKJCKEN POT PIB. 


Boil the chickens tender, or nearly so; 
having them cut in pieces. Make a rich 
crust, adQlag. a little saleratus, and an 
egg or two to make it light and puff. 
Lay it around the sides of the pan, and 
then lay in the chickens; between each 
layer sprites in flonr, pepper, salt aud 
butter, with a thin slice of paste here 
and there. Then add the water in 
.Hvhich they were boiled, and cover them. 
tThey should be baked an hour or nn 
faour and a half, according to the size 
fri the pie. 


FRIED MUTTON CHOPS. 


The fat Su which the chops are to be 
tried should be boiling when the chops 
•re put ibto it. They should be pared 
*>f fat. and well trimmed, before cook- 
Ing; they ahould be turned frequently, 
end when nicely browned, they will be 
done; of course, if they are very thick, 
judgment must be exercised respecting 
the length of time they will occupy in 
Booking. 


WHITE SOUP. 


Take a knuckle of veal, separated 
Into three or four pieces, a slice of ham 
as lean as possible, a few onions, 
thyme, cloves and mace; stew twelve or 
fourteen hours until the stock is as rich 
as the ingredients can make it;.an old 
fowl will make it much richer, if added. , 
•This soup mast be made the day before j 
it is required, when removed from the 
fire, after being sufficiently stewed, let 
it cool, and then remove the fat; add to 
it four ounces of pounded blanched al- 
monds, let it boil slowly, tbick«m it with 
a half pint of cream and an egg; it 
should boil slowly for half an hour, aad 
then be served. 


PEAS STEWED IN CREAM. 


Put two or three pints of young green 


peas into a saucepan of boiling water; 
.when they are nearly done and tender, 
drain them in a colander quite dry; 
melt two ounces of butter in a clean 
stewpau. thicken it evenly with a little 
'flour, shake it over the fire, but on no 
account let it browu, mix smoothly 
•with it the fourth of a pint of cream, 
add half a teaspoouful of white sugar, 
briug it to a boil, pour in the peas, and 
keeping them moving until they are 
well heated, which will hardly occupy 
two minutes, send them to the table 
immediately. 


POTATOES IN HASTE. 


'A very nice little dish may be made 


of potatoes, ia about fifteen minutes (or 
less if the water is boiling); peel and 
cut some potatoes iu slices, a quarter 
of an inch thick; pour on them boiling 
water, enough to cover them, and let 
them boil till tender; Skim them; then 
add butter With flour worked in it in 
proportion to the quantity of potatoes, 
let it boil up once, add a little chopped 
parsley, and serve, with the addition of 
pepper to taste. 


PASTE FOR BORDERS OF 
DISHES. 


Six or eight yolks of eggs, a few drops 


of water, a little salt; keep mixing in 
flour uutil so stiff you can scarce work 
it, beat it and wftrk quite smooth, and 
keep it moist until you require it; then 
roll it out quite thin, acd cut your pat- 
terns, placing upon your dishes before 
it gets-too' dry, dipping them on the h»t- 
tom. Edgj iu whit* eggs. 


OATMEAL PUDDING. 
Take a pint of the best fine oatmeal, 


pour a quart of boiling milk over it, aad 
let it soak all night; the next day put it 
iti a basin just large enough to hold it, 
add two eggs, beaten, and a little salt, 
coyer it tight with a floured cloth, and 
boil it an hour and a half. It may be 
eaten hot, with cold butter and salt; or 
cold, sliced and toasted. 


CHICKENS PULLED. 


Remove the skin carefully from a cold 


chicken, then ^pull the flesh from 
the 


bones, preserving It as whdle as you 
can. Flcur them well; fry them a nice 
brown in fresh butter; draw them, and 
stew in a good gravy well seasoned; 
thicken a short time before serving with 
flour and butter, aad add the juic* ejf 
half a lemon.

It might have been supposed that 


Addison, the most polished writer of 
our Augustan age; that Burke, with 
bis versatile in collect and exuberant 
eloquence; that Mackintosh, with his 
almost encyclopedic learning, or tbat 
Jekyll, who bad set a hundred dinner 
tables in a roar, would one and all 
have achieved conspicuous success in 
the house of commons. 


But, 
as Macaulay has pointed out, 


exactly the reverse was the case. Their 
6peecbes produced no effect. 
They 


wearied and bewildered their audience. 
And their rising to speak was too often 
the signal for a general exodus; in fact, 
as was said of Burlce^ they acted as a 
dinner bell. Even Macaulay himself, 
though on two occasions his speeches 
changed tbe fate of a division, was in 
no sense of the word "an orator or even 
a great debater. His volte was too 
shrill and monotonous, and he poured 
out a torrent of words wltb sucb bead 
long fluency 'as to confuse his bearers 
as well as to bafQe the quickest of par- 
liamentary reporters, Bulwer Lyrton, 
again, could recite an admirable essay, 
but bis delivery was bad, and .the see- 
saw gestures which .accompanied his 
speech were as "grotesque as those of 
an old fashioned postboy." 


In our own generation no two men 


probably bave bad more highly culti- 
vated minds than John Stuart Mill and 
Mr. John Morley, but as far as their 
parliamentary 
utterances 
go their 


names are "writ in water."— Black- 
wood's,

The best way, the only really successful 
way, ia So cover- the en tiro -wall with cloth, 
the cheap 8 cent muslin being as good as 
any, and put It on not with paste, bufc 
with upholstery tacks, which ore small and 
flat headed and do not show under the 
paper. Put the inuslin ou in strips as 
yon do tho paper. If you wish to paper a 
celling, seatn the breadths o£ muslin to- 
gether, tack it at one end and stretch it 
tightly to the otha?. Tack that end and 
then drive tacks a foot apart all over the 
mrface. Then it i« ready to paper.

* The death of Henry Clay Bliss turns 
memory back, for many pages and calls 
forth an expression of admiration for 
a useful life. 


Mr. Bliss saw the beginning of the 


town of North Adams and was officially 
•present when it passed away to give 
place to the city of North Adams. In 
fact he saw the very early activities 
In this valley and WES at the front in 
them aa manufacturer and nubile offi- 
cial for the whole term of his lone, 
busy days. Not until the infirmities o« 
advanced age had well settled ucon 
him did he retire from exacting pur- 
suits. His life bounded North Adams 
industrialism from ita beginning to 
tho present fla". when first the mill 
,was erected here to compete -with the 
farm it waa his difficult task to induce 
the young men and1 young women of 
this section to abandon the old work 
for the new a."d to come and labor 
with spindle and loom. And he lived to 
dee a complete reversal of this con- 
dition. This testifies to

change. Too, his life bounded over so- 
cial and political affairs. He knew the 
time when every man knew everybody 
else—few of them at that—and when 
all lived as one family and when »oli- 
tics was just a little familv affair. And 
he saw North Adams grow and become

i ' Stiamrocfc II, the new British cup 
challenger, designed by Watson, built 
l»y the Denny's and paid for by Sir 
Thomas Lipton, 
was 
successfully 


launched at Dumbarton, Scotland, Sat- 
urday. 


All kinds of expert opinion of the 


boat have been cabled to this side of the 
Atlantic and it is difficult for ?he non- 
expert to form anything of an esti- 
mate of the boat from the mass of de- 
scription 
and 
estimates 
presented. 


Every opportunity was given the ex- 
perts at the last moment to examine 
the challenger. The end was knocked 
out of the great shed that had con- 
cealed the boat for 58 flays of her build- 
ing and just before launching she stood 
exposed to full view. 


The general opinion seems to be that 


her designer has about risked every- 
thing to make a boat to sail before 
light winds, being influenced to do this, 
no doubt, by the repeated experience 
of British skippers in American waters 
»nd the many drifting races that have 
characterized the cup contests. The 
boat is designed to skim, to sail over 
the water rather than through It, as 
has been expressed, and to keep her 
head well xip. C. F. "Herreshoff, the 
American designer, who had an opi>or- 
tunity to examine the Shamrock II at 
her launching, has cabled an estimate 
of her to the New York Heralcf. He 
says: 


"Summing up all her points, good 


and bad, I should say that she is toe 
email for what she measures. Ttis 
means a loss of power, American boats 
with the same measurements have in- 
variably been more powerful than thcit 
British built challengers. The Sham- 
rock II perpetuates this defect."

Is It Supplanting Spirit of Dfptndence 


on God? The Board of Trade 


Banquet. Rev. A. E. Wright 


Preached on Mrs. Le- 


moyne's Play 


Church services were rather poorly 


attended in the city for the most part 
as a result of the heavy slorm, but 
thete weie services ot special interest 
at many of them. 


At St. JohrJs church the evening 


service was the occasion of the annual 
sermon to the Sons of St George, 
which 'organization attended in a body 
Kev. J. C. Tebbetts preached a ser- 
mon of much interest from the text, 
"Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
ault you like men, be strong," He 
said In part: 


At. the board of trade dinner which 


some of us attended last week we lis- 
tened to a. nbble speech setting forth 
the energy and enterprise of the Amer 
lean business man and his achieve- 
ments. He was pictured as overcom- 
ing all obstacles to his progress-, as 
leading the world in invention and In 
production, as supplying other na- 
tions in large measure with material 
foi- the food they eat and clothing they 
wear. Tn the international conflict for 
supremacy he was the force 
most 


dreaded. At home and abroad he was 
devplo|-;ng a reputation 
for 
intel- 


lectual acumen which made him a 
leading factor in the history of modern 
civilization. To this glorification of 
the American business man we list- 
ened with sympathetic- attention, anld 
with no little pride, and when it was 
ended no doubt many of us saw in the 
speaker a worthy successor irJ the long 
line of honorable men who 
have 


graced the chief seat of authority in 
this commonwealth. 


And'yet there was one thing lacking 


There was no real acknowledgment of 
the Supreme Being who giveth power 
to men and nations to get weath, to 
w'..i m supremacy of any honorable 
kind is justly due, and without whosa 
Un-ecting mind and favor we build on 
sand. Grace was- not said before meat 
nnr i,vas there any reference to the. 
source 'of character, individual or na-« 
tjor.al, other than that of human.' \rJU 
and energy. It is true tha/t this was a 
businrss man's inpeting, but ono -^ho 
is accustomed to look reverently anfl 
thoughtfully into the higher sources 
of all things could not refrain from 
afkr.s himself, is this omission indi- 
cative of the drift of our business men 
and their leaders? Is there a growing 
terJiency among us to forsake Ihe 
teachings of the fathers, and to think 
of ourselves as sufficient unto our- 
selves? 


I speak tonight'^to business men, to 


men who by their ancestry and their 
present 
corJaecti'ons are 
associated 


with the two leading commercial na- 
tions of the world, and I •w.-.nt that 
you should think upon this. Our nrst 
thought must be the greatness L>° ou'- 
ancestry arAi of tvieir_ religious r'.iar- 
acter. These cannot be disassociated. 
Their greatest 
achievements hcve 


been undertaken- and accomplishfl in 
the fear of God. aNo other people !iave 
done so much for civilization', for en- 
lightenment, for human progress, and 
at the same time for the apread of z 
pure faith. 


But we are entering upon a new 


chapter in the history of our rac~, arul 
is that happy and useful combination 
of those two qualities coming to an 
end? Is the commercial spirit sup- 
planting- the spirit of der/enclen\je on 
God and is this becoming an-age of 
pure commercialism. The ;nt«uiry is 
becoming an. anxi'ous onte to many. F'or 
it must be acknowledged that the 
church, though never so active and 
usetult is not keeping pace with the 
growth of the populativi. In th>5 r.i^n 
agement 'of our cities and n the4pres-- 
ent tiPisd of state li'gisi uion wealth 
is the ruling power, v'.n p ibi.c opin- 
ion bows to it sometimos out of mere 
helplassness. 


In many cities vice arid crime buy 


the right to exist and flourish. For a 
paltry sum intemperance acquires the 
right to debase our manhood and the 
municipal fathers pave our streets 
wi'h the children's bread. In our leg- 
islatures bills are introduced which 
would give pannission. to corporations 
to rob and steal, and other bills which 
if passe<j would convert ooir sabbaths 
into days of toil and trade. They do 
not always prevail, but the fact that 
they are submitted is sufficient to in- 
dicate a tendency. Our public schools 
train tot the secular life, for business 
methods pure and simple. 
In liter- 


ature and art the chief consideration 
ia to produce what 
will sell. The 


chief purpose of our theaters is to 
draw crowds to the ticket 'office. 
In 


the home piety has lost its vitality be- 
cause the industrial spirit of the week 
has consumed the entergies of the head 
of the family. 


Of c'ourso there are very many hon- 


orable exceptions. 
There is still a 


va«t company -n-ho stand fast in the 
faith. 
There is a fcigh senee of 


honor among the masses anld a uni- 
versal respect 
for 
the 
religion of 


Jesus Christ. But active faith has 
ceased to be the ruling passion. The 
church was never more faithful to 
her high calling-, to- whom this fault 
cannot be laid. 
I b«ieve and you 


Sorts of St, George confess that therfc 
is "no other source of real strength and 
foundation for true manftiood than God 
If we would quit us like men and b« 
strong for the active duties of life we 
must stand fast In this faith. This 
is nA only the teaching 01 our past 
history but a present fact in the dev 
relopment of human character.

Mra. Irfinoyne'g play, "The- greatest 
tWng In the world," was the topic of 
tho sermon preached by. ReVt A. E, 


Wright In the Unlversallst church last 
evening. The text was from Paul's 
chapter on love, which closes, "But 
the greatest of these is love." The 
sermon waa a review of the points of 
the play, following a brief introduc- 
tion on the relation of the church to 
the stage. 


The public of the present time has 


a confessed passion for the theater, 
while the church has somewhat incon- 
sistently denounced the stage. It \s 
inconsistent because the church is the 
mother of the stage, and there was- a 
time when all ac'tuJj was done under 
the auspices of the church. The thea- 
ter ought to be in closer touch with 
the church than It has been, but it is 
not entirely the fault of the theater 
that it has not been. The church has 
in .manly instances wrapped a cloak 
about itself and held aloof from the 
things of 
the world, 
whereas 
the 


church should be put in closer touch I 
with the world. Part of the church's | 
failure to reach the masses is due to 
just this. The pioblem of the modern 
church is not how it may get auay 
from the world but how it may reach 
the mas~es. 


The play, "The greatest thing in the 


world,'' depicts this great virtue of 
love. It is a society drama, but it is 
different from the usual society drama 
in' several things. Its ideals are high. 
There are nt> vagabonds made to ap- 
pear as heroes. Its theme is that, of 
love triumphant over all "obstacles. 


Two kinds of love 
are 
depicted, 


mother love and the l°ve o:E man for 
wcr* au. The mother love had its power 
and was beautifully pictured by Mrs. 
Lemoyne. But too ofterJ the love of a 
mother is unable to< reform a maul, ex- 
cept years afterward, when it has be- 
come a memory.

Water Highest in Several Tears. Dees 


Considerable Damage About Town. 


The incessant rain of Saturday night 


and Sunday caused the water in the 
Hoosac river to be the highest in sev- 
eral years and considerable damage 
was done by washouts a'»d floofls. The 
most dangerous washout was at the 
west end of the dam south of the Cen- 
ter Bt.-eet bridge, near the Renfrew 
company's jacquard mill. The water 
reached such a height that it caused 
a large part of the rfver bank next 
to the Bostcm and Albany railroad to 
cave in and it was necessary to run 
trains slowly at this point. 


The water ivpnt over the bank of the 


river near Spring street and flooded 
the cellars and door yards of houses 
on the north side of the street. At 
Gavin avenue it also overflowed and 
caused damage to the boiler house of 
Berkshire mill No. 4. 


Again the water left the river and 


flooded Anthony's 
grove 
at 
Albert 


street c nd carrie<\ away several hen- 
coops and other small buildings. The 
occupants of houses there were hem- 
med in by the water. 


Beeves street was flooded by the fall- 


ing of a large tree into the river and 
causing the water to break over the 
bank. 
The surface 
sewer 
carried 


away most of the water so that the 
damage was not as heavy as on Mill 
street where water from the Torjhet 
brook gutted the roadway in very bad 
shape. The brook overflowed the b^nE 
near Allen's pond, off North Summer1 
street. 
Jordan stret was also badly 


gutted. 


There was trouble at the Mausert 


block on park street. A sewer t>ii>e 
which was laid a cou le of months ago, 
became blocked and wag unable to car- 
ry off the water from the eaves drain 
pipe. The water backed up and flood, 
ed the cellars of Labrie Brothers, gro- 
cers, but most of the stock was re- 
moved without damage. The floor of 
Ainslee's arug store was flooded by the 
water getting out of a drain pipe un; 
der the soda fountain. No damage wag 
done. The cellars in the Tanner build- 
ing, occupied by J. "W. Thompson, drug- 
gist, and H. M. Fern, cigar manufact- 
urer, were flooded. Other cellars about 
town were flooded.

Prince Peter Alexander Kropotkin, 


the Hussion savant and anarchist, ar- 
rived in New York recently and put up 
at the Hotel Ge*ard. He went there 
from Boston on a lecturing tour. Prince 
Kropotkin was asked the other night 
by a New York Sun reporter about the 
recent disturbances ia Russia. 
He 


said: 


"A few weeks ago a student at tb^ 


university in Kiev was arrested ou a 
certain charge. He was treated harsh- 
ly by the police. His fellow students 
made a demonstration against the po- 
lice. 
They paraded the streets and 


raised howls of derision. They held 
mass meetings and denounced and rid- 
iculed in the manner common to col- 
lege students the world over. 
Their 


sayings and doings were reported to 
tbe czar. 
He said: 'This foolishness 


annoys me. It must stop.' The stu- 
dents of St Petersburg heard of what 
bad happened at Kiev almost as soon 
as the czar. They promptly made dem- 
onstrations in tbe streets of the capital 
and In public nails to show their sym- 
pathy with the students at Kiev. Then 
the czar spoke again: 
" 'I expressed that it was my will 


that these student brawls should cease. 
They continue. I will see to it that 
they are stopped. I will cause the ar- 
rest of every student caught taking 
part in these demonstrations, and for 
punishment each one shall serve two 
years in the army.' 


"A decree was accordingly published, 


and 183 yonng men were arrested and 
sent off to army posts without having 
the opportunity even, to take leave of 
their families. Tbe other day some of 
the students at Harvard made a dem- 
onstration because mutton was served 
too frequently to them at commons or 
something of that sort Suppose such 
a demonstration annoyed President 
McKinley, and he caused the arrest of 
the students and sent them off to serve 
in tbe army in. Porto Rico or the Phil- 
ippines, what would tbe people of your 
country do? But that Is not alL En- 
raged at the action of the emperor, the 
students of St. Petersburg made anoth- 
er demonstration in the streets. Cos- 
Backs were ordered to disperse them. 
•very Cossack carries a whip with a 
Bhort stock and a heavy braided leath- 
er lash with a lump of lead at the end 
of it. The Cossacks charged the stu- 
dents on foot, cast their whiplashes 
right and left and the lumps of lead 
found their way to tbe temples of i2 
of the young men, and they dropped 
dead in the streets. Imagine, if you 
can, such an occurrence in Cambridge 
or New Haven, and then imagine, if 
you can, wbat would happen to the 
killers of the youths. A letter from 
Russia tells me that tbe decree will not 
be enforced again. I fear that the de- 
cision has been reached too late." 


"Do you mean by that that tbe czar 


will be killed?" the prince was asked. 


"That is nonsense, as are all the sto- 


ries printed to the effect that be is in 
terror of his life. No unusual means 
for protecting the life of tbe czar ha\ e 
been taken, and this steel incased room 
rubbish I» ludicrous. I simply say that 
the seed of dissension and disloyalty 
has been sown among tbe educated 
young men of tbe empire, and nothing 
the emperor can- do now will prevent 
the growth, slow though it may be. It 
is now true tbere is no more effective 
agent working against autocracy in the 
world than is the czar, Nicholas II. 
For a long time bis will for everything 
evil bas been law. For the little good 
accomplished during his reign bis min- 
isters are responsible. He has been ep- 
ileptic since he was 18, and be is a 
young man of very inferior intellect 
How can, much be expected of him?" 


"Was he directly responsible for the 


calling of tbe peace congress?" 


"He was not 
Pobyedonostzeff, pro- 


curator general of the synod, was tbe 
person responsible for that and be got 
tbe idea from the pope, wbo originat- 
ed it 
The procurator enlisted tbe 


patronage of tbe czar." 


Prince Kropotkin was once arrested 


for preaching anarchy and confined 2^ 
years in a Russian prison, from which 
he escaped. He was also imprisoned 
for three years in France for tbe same 
cause.

' To Open a School of Prayer. 


Reports from southern Illinois recent- 


ly announced that a Rev. H. L, Derr, 
a Baptist minister, was about to es- 
tabllsb a school of prayer to be a de- 
partment of Ewlng college, a Baptist 
institution located in tbe district 
known as Egypt, The purpose of tbe

At your ffrocer'g 10 <MHt>, 


DEATH OF H, CLAY BLISS 


Prominent for Many Years as Citizen, 


Business Man and Public Official 


Henry Clay Bliss, an old, prominent 


and highly respected resident of this 
city, died yesterday afternoon at o.lo 
o'clock at his home on Eagle street, in 
the S2d year of his age. He had been 
declining for several years as the re- 
sult of advanced age and had not been 
seen on the streets 
since last fall. 


Since early in February he had failed 
rather faster than before, yet he was 
confined to hi.3 bed continuously for 
only about a week before his death, 
which was due to a general breaking 
down of the system under the weight 
of years. 


Mr. Bliss was born at Tiov, N. Y., 


and was the son of Christopher and 
Achsah Deming Bliss, who moved to 
Savoy when he was three years old, 
his father conducting a store in that 
town. At the age of 13 years the boy 
was sent away, to school, and after 
studying a year at Adams he went to 
Shelburne^ Falls and took a three years 
course v 
an academy there. At the 


completion of his course he came "to 
North Adams and took a position, in a 
mill in the Beaver, The difference be- 
tween the conditions then and now 
may be judged when it is stated that 
his salary for the frst year was $75 
and board. This w.'tS gradually 
in- 


creased till he work' d up to t?00 a year 
and board, which was considered a 
handsome salary. T« n years later he en 
tered the employ.m<nt of Rice, Ely & 
Co., who operated a mill in the Union. 
The firm later became Ingalls, Tyler & 
Co., 
and still later the business was 


taken, in 1861, by Mr. Bliss and John 
B. Tyler, the firm being Tyler & Bliss. 
The mill was what is now the Miner 
school building, woolen goods were 
manufactured and the firm did a very 
prosperous business during the civil 
war, furnishing the government with 
cloth for soldiers' clothing. After the 
war business conditions changed and 
in 1869 the firm failed and Mr. Bliss was 
not thereafter engaged in business. •- 


In 1872 Mr. Bliss was elected as se- 


lectman, the other members of 
the 


board being the late A. W. Preston and 
the late R . G. Walden. 
This board 


served for five years, at the end of 
which time Mr. Bliss was made clerk 
and book-keeper for the 
selectmen, 


which position he held 
continuously 


till the town became a city In 1898. 
During those years he served under 
many different boards of selectmen, 
and by his long service and experience 
he gained a very intimate knowledge 
of the affairs of the town, which in de- 
tail were 'probably better understood 
by him than by any other man. He had 
much to do in connection with looking 
up cases in which the town was called 
on for aid, and his thorough knowledge 
of the law pertaining to such cases, 
and the care with which he proceeded, 
made his services in that particular 
department especially valuable. In ad- 
dition to his work for the town he for- 
merly served for several years as 
treasurer of the North Adams Gas 
company and he was secretary of the 
Hoosac Valley agricultural society for 
19 consecutive years, 
concluding his 


service in that capacity in 1SS6. 


Mr. Bl'&s was a man of the highest 


character. Nearly the whole of his long 
life wag passed in this community, 
where he was known as a man of sound, 
principles and the strictest integrity. 
From the time he became clerk in a 
mill office all through his business and 
public career no man ever knew him 
to do a dishonorbale deed. He was not 
only honest and straightforward in ail 
his dealings and relations with others, 
but he was kind and obliging- as well, 
and was held in the highest esteem by 
all classes. He was a sociable 
and 


friendly man and always had a cheer- 
ful smile and greeting for all. As a 
business man and public official 
he, 


won the confidence of all with whom 
he was thrown into contact, and no 
man stood higher In the public esti- 
mation. His life was one of great in- 
dustry and usefulness and he will be 
very pleasantly remembered by 
all 


who were ever associated with him in 
business or other relations. He had 
been a member of the Baptist church 
for many years. 


Mr. Bliss' wife was 
Miss Mary A. 


Chase of North Adams, whom he mar- 
ried 58 years ago last January in the 
home on Eagle street where she w9» 
born and reared ,and which has been 
thfiir home from that time. There was 
no for-ial celebration, of their eoldeii 
wedding anniversary, which, however, 
was an occasion of much interest to 
their friends and neighbors, many of 
whom called to exchange greetings and 
congratulate them on the completion 
of a half-century of happy married life. 


Three children were born to Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Bliss but the first died in infancy. 


Besides his widow he leaves a son and 
a daughter, H. Chase Bliss ana Mrs. 
Warren J. Wilkinson, both of this ci'y. 


The funeral will be held at the housp 


Wednesday afternoon at 2.30 o'clock. 
Rev. J. H. Spencer will conduct the 
services and the burial will be in Hill- 
side cemetery.
